BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED: That the listed engine models are conditionally certified based on certification 
levels estimated by extrapolationg partial durability test data. The manufacturer is required to demonstrate 
compliance using full durability test results by April 16, 2015. Failure to adequately demonstrate compliance by 
the above specified date shall be cause for the Air Resources Board to revoke this Executive Order. Engines 
introduced into commerce under the revoked Executive Order shall be deemed uncertified, and the 
manufacturer may be subject to enforcement actions. 

Engines certified under this Executive Order must conform to all applicable California emission regulations. 

This Executive Order is only granted to the engine family and model-year listed above. Engines in this 
family that are produced for any other model-year are not covered by this Executive Order.
